DYNAMITE. 


NO TRACE OF THE EXPLOSIVE 


Believed to Have Been the Work of 


‘a Striking Employe of the 
Tudor Iron Works. 


Herman Knapke’s residence, 118 South 
Main street, East St. Louis, presented a 
dilapidated appearance Monday morning to 
crowds gathering in front and discussing 
an attempt at 12 o’clock the night before, 
with dynamite, to blow it and its occupants 
into eternity. 

The front was especially torn. The wir- 
dows were slattered. The roof of the porch 
had a hole in it large enough for a man 
to pass through. 

That the wreck was the work of some 
striking employe of the Tudor Iron Works, 


is the generally accepted explanation of the 
— for one of the house's occupants 
was J Jones, Superintendent of the roll- 
er mills, who had charge of the importation 
of men to take the place of strikers. 
Everyone in Kna ke’s house had retired 
shortly before 12 o'clock Sunday night, save 
A. L. Perry, a — fireman, em- 
ployed in the bridge yards. Down stairs in 
the back parlor, Mr. and Mrs. Knapke were 
asleep. In the second floor back room 
Jones had long since sought slumber. In 
the front room, opening into that occupied 
by Jonés, with door leading into the second 
floor hall thrown wide =.

‘President Julian Laughlin Replies to 
St. L. A. G. A. Charges. 


The war between the St. Louls Amateur 
Gymhastic Association and Mr. Julian 
Laughlin, local representative of the A. A. 
U., and President of the Pastime Athletic 
Club, has assumed a new phase and the 
members of the St. L. A. G. A. now charge 
that Mr. Laughlin used their names ag con- 
testants in the Pastime boxing and wrest- 


ting tourmament without their consent. 

D. Ulrich made the following state- 
ay 0 — representative of the Post-Dis- 
pate 


The Pastime Athletic Club has used my 
name (A. D. Ulrich) and the names of John 
Holmes and T. C. Wickenden, St. L. A. G. 
A., as being entered in their tournament. 
The use of our names was unauthorized by 
any of us, in fact, we advised the P. A. C. 
not to use them. One of our members, 
Mr. S. Smith, wanted some of our boys to 
enter and so suggested the idea of our doing 
so, but only in view of our obtaining the 
A. A. U. sanction from Mr. Laughlin. Mr. 
Laughlin accepted in haste our names as 
probable contestants and so recognizes us, 
but still hesitates to extend to us the A. A. 
U. sanction. We have applied for member- 
ship in the A.-A; U. and will be admitted. 

Mr. Laugblin affects not to acknowledge 
our actual istence, but we have seventy- 
five bona-fide entries against the P. A. C. 
thirty. They had no right to include our 
names. 

No one can deny that President Laugh- 
lin does us a rank injustice and is guilty of 
a glaring inconsistency when he gives to 
Prof. Mooney the A. A. U. sanction and still 
denies us. e proved, in open meeting, 
that we are a Club, a bona fide amateur 
club—but we feel that there is nothing we 
can do to receive justice here. It is a case 
of ‘do us’ if they can. 

“We are in correspondence with Harry 
Cornish, secretary of the A. A. U. From 
the tenor of his letters, we expect to ac- 
complish our aim. 

“Our boys defy Laughlin, as he opposes 
us for personal reasons. We hens we can 
obtain recognition from the other officials 
of the A. A. U.“ 

When seen Mr. Laughlin denied the state- 

ment. He said:

WHAT “SOUND MONEY’ MEANS. 


The Post-Dispatch pointed out yester- 
day that behind the “sound money” ut- 
terances of President Cleveland and his 
allies is the deliberate purpose to fasten 
upon the country the system under which 
private corporations furnish the money 
of the people and control the money sup- 
ply. Gold monometallism does not mean 
that gold shall be the country’s money, 
but that corporation paper, circulating as 
a debt against gold held by the govern- 
ment and the banks, shall constitute the 
sole currency. A part of the plan is to 
call in and cancel all greenbacks and 
treasury notes, in other words all gov- 
ernment paper, and to substitute for 
them the paper credit notes of private 
corporations. 

Proof of this is found in an Associated 
Press dispatch sent out from Washing- 
ton outlining the speech which Secretary 
Carlisie is to make at Memphis on May 
. 28d. This speech is described as the 
opening of the Administration fight for 
“sound money.” “The key-note of Sec- 
retary Carlisle’s speech will be bank re- 
form.” He Will undertake to demon- 
Strate that what the South needs is 
better banking facilities rather than 
more money,” and that “whatever re- 
form will lead to the establishment of 
more banks will in the same ratio re- 
lieve the financial distress in the South.“ 

Of course these banks will issue paper 
certificates of debt and call them money. 
So that the “sound money” proposed by 
the Administration consists of private 
co ration paper issued as credit cer- 

tes against a supply of gold so small 
that it can at any time be cornered by 
twenty home and foreign bankers. 

Against this Democrats should urge

There is good ground for the belief 
that an investigation will show that the 
practice extends to all the courts, 

It is impossible for the Judges of the 
Circuit Court to longer ignore the evi- 
dence of corruption in the jury system 
of their courts. The prevalence of this 
practice attaints the courts and attacks 
the foundation of justice in the State. 
They should not wait for criminal pros- 
ecution following the Grand-jury in- 
quiry, which Judge Edmunds says he 
will suggest and Assistant Circuit At- 
torney McDonald intends to institute. 
The criminal prosecution is an import- 
ant proceeding to which the Circuit 
Judges should lend all the aid in their 
power. But they owe themselves and the 
purity of the administration of justice 
the duty of purging their courts of the 
offense by the prompt dismissal of all 
offenders.

A QUESTION ANSWERED. 


The Post-Dispatch takes pleasure in 
answering the question embodied in the 
following letter: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Would you kindly enlighten one who is 
anxious to settle his own mind aright, 
through the medium of your columns, what 
would be the effect should Congress pass 
a law for the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, upon the money standard 
or basis of values in this country? Will 
it or not result in a silver standard or 
basis? With thanks in advance for your 
courtesy, I am yours truly, 

JOHN H. DRABELLE. 

The immediate result of the enact- 
ment of such a law by Congress would 
depend upon the New York banks and 
the New York branches of foreign bank- 
ing houses. Two years ago, as a part of 
their scheme for forcing the United States 
to. the gold basis, they deliberately 
brought on a financial squeeze which 
came very near involving the country 
in the disaster of a financial panic, and 
which actually did bring upon the coun- 
try two years of extreme business de- 
pression. If they decided to take ad- 
vantage of the enactment of such a law 
by Congress to give the country another 
lesson designed to wean it from bimetal- 
lism, they doubtless could and would 
lock up and export gold, and thus force 
the country temporarily to a silver basis. 

We agree, however, with what Senator 
Teller said in an interview with the As- 
sociated Press last winter. He said that 
if President Cleveland or Secretary Car- 
lisle would send for ten representative 
New York bankers, would take them into 
his private office and say to them: We 
shall to-morrow begin exercising the op- 


tion conferred upon us by law to pay 


Treasury Obligations in either silver or 
gold, according as we have most of either 
metal on hand,” these bankers would 
understand that the game was up. They 
would take the next train for New York 
and there would be no.panio or serious 
monetary disturbance. 

The permanent result of such a law 
would be a bimetallic or silver and gold 
standard or basis. For several hundred 
years, in spite of slight fluctuations, 
the relative value of silver and gold 
ranged only from 14% to 16 to 1. This 
was whilé they were used jointly as 
money metals. When the use of silver 
as money was abolished its commercial 


jor commodity value naturally declined. 


If it were restored to its use as money 
its valué would as naturally appreciate. 
If the use of gold as money were abol- 
ished, while silver was retained, gold 
would decline in value relatively to silver 
and other commodities precisely as silver 


declined.

Russia 
will not join with England, France or any 
other country to try to force Japan to re- 
nounce her acquisitions in Northern China. 

“The treaty will stand. When it is rati- 
fied the main bodies of Japanese troops will 
be withdrawn from the field. Big garrison 
forées will be maintained no doubt for 
some time, but the three army corps in 
China Will probably be called home.“

Japan Explains the Terms of the Com- 
mercial Treaty With China. 

YOKOHAMA, April 22.—Following is. the 

text of the statement issued by the Japanese 


Government denying the reports that it 
has concluded an offensive and defensive al- 


liance with China, and declaring that the 
commercial advantages secured by Japan 
will also be enjoyed by the other powers 
under the favored nation treatment: 

Misapprehensions are reported to be cur- 
rent in Europe in regard to the terms of the 
Japanese-Chinese treaty. It has n Tep- 
resented that Japan has secured a 2-per- 
cent ad valorem duty on imports instead 
of specific duty, and has also formed an 
offensive and defensive alliance with China. 
The commercial concessions obtained by 
Japan beyond those already secured by the 
treaty powers under the favored ge: 
clause comprise the meh to navigate the 
Yang Tse Kiang to Chong King and also 
Woon Sung River and the canals leading to 
Soo Chow and Hank Chow, and the right 
to import machinery and certain goods 
duty free and to establish factories. 

These concessions are not exclusive to 
Japan; they naturally extend to the Furo- 
pean powers in virtue of the favored nation 
clause. 

In seguring these n for all, Japan 
expects the approval of all the powers..

Little Insurance Was Carried as the 
Rates of Companies Were 
Almost Prohibitive. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 22.—Almost the 
entire business portion of Duquesne Bor- 
ough, opposite McKeesport, on the Monon- 
gehela River, was destroyed by a fire of sup- 
posed incendiary origin at 4 o’clock a. m.

WALLER’S CONCESSION. 


Will the French Government Try to 
- Confiscate It? 


Special te The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The State De- 
partment is expecting a dispatch from Am- 
bassador Eustis as to when ex-Consul 
Waller will reach Paris. The sentence of 
the French court-marital in Madagascer 


will be reviewed in Paris, and the United 
States Government will then take steps to 
secure his release. The action of the French 
Government is taken as a sign that there is 
a desire to avoid friction with the United 
States. Ambassador Eustis will be instruct- 
ed to make a thorough inquiry into the le- 
gality of Waller’s trial by court-martial, 
and, incidentally, France’s jurisdiction over 
Madagascar’s internal affairs may be in- 
volved. It is this view of the matter, no 
doubt, that has influenced France to accord 
to Waller unusual treatment. The United 
States have not recognized the French pro- 
tectorate over Madagascar beyond the right 
to direct the foreign affairs of the Hovas 
Government. 

Now that Waller is in custody an interest- 
ing point is raised as to what has become 
of his concession, the primary cause of his 
difficulty with the French. If the French 
Government should try to confiscate the 
concession, the case would assume a seri- 
ous aspect. Some details of the proceed- 
ings under which Waller was arrested and 
convicted as a spy have reached Washing- 
ton through unofficial sources. It appears 
that the French soldiers had planned to 
capture a large Hova town. The attack 
was to be made at night. Waller learned 
of the secret, and, it is claimed, he informed 
the Hovas. When the French soldiers 
reached the town they met with stubbora 
resistance.
